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wheat for oil 


PETERBOROUGH. 
N.H. (U PI) - 
President Ford indicated today the 
United States may negotiate with the 
Soviet Union to trade American wheat 
for Russian oil. 
Re announced during a New 
innnpshtre campaign trip that an 
American team of negotiators was 
already in Moscow and hinted an oil-for* 
grain deal might result. 
“ I wouldn’t rule out the possibility that 
mi^it materialize,” said Ford when 
asked if the negotiators might try to 
work out the trade with the Russians. 
“ I think it's a good deal not only to sell 
it (grain), but it’s conceivable — it’s pos­ 
sible ~ that we can use wheat in the 
negotiations for oil,” Ford said during a 
trip through New Hampshire in support 
of Republican Louis Wyman’s senatorial 
campaign. 
‘i think it’s better to sell it than to 
store it,” he said of the controversial 
sale of some 10 million tons of grain to 
the Soviets alreadv this year and ap­ 
parent plans to sell more later. 
The statement came as grain loadings 
for Russia returned to normal under a 
bargain fashioned by the administration 
and labor leaders. Under the agreement, 
a longshoremen’s boycott of the 
loadings was lifted until mid-Octobe^ in 
return for a similar month’s moratorium 
on grain sales to Russia. 
As for farmer protests that he had 
capitulated to union demands to cut back 
on foreign grain sales. Ford said today 
the American team was sent to the 
Soviet Union striving for a “ long term 
sale agreement” for U.S. grain. 


Farm leaders meeting in Chicago 
Wednesday said the administration and 
labor had ganged up at the expense of 
farm ers, dealing a “ potentially 


devastating blow” to farm income. 
But George Meany, president of the 
AFL-CIO, said the longshoremen’s 
refusal to load grain on Soviet bound ves­ 
sels had brought the administration 
around to another way to do business 
with the Russians. 
"It looks now like there might be a 
change in the way we do business with 
the Soviet Union, based on the good old 
Yankee principle of even-up, fair play 
and give-and-take with Soviets,” Meany 
said in Pittsburgh Wednesday. 
Under the labor-administration agree­ 
ment, an emissary was sent to Moscow 
to seek govemment-to-government ba­ 
rgaining on grain sales, aiming toward 
long-range purchase arrangements and 
eliminating the free market style which 
the Soviets have used to pick up large 
amounts of grain at bargain prices. 
Grain salesmen have been ordered to 
make no further deals with the Soviets 
for the time being and in the interim 
maritime unions resumed normal 
loading. 
In Chicago, the sales halt was seen as a 
sell out by the council of state farm 
bureau presidents of the American Farm 
Bureau Federation. Farm Bureau presi­ 
dent William J. Kuhfuss said the freeze 
on sales deals a “ potentially devastating 
blow” in prices farmers might realize. 
“ This action is an especially bitter pin 
in view of the government’s call for all- 
out production at planting time and a 
promise by the administration that 
farmers would have access to markets 
for their production,” he said in a state­ 
ment. 
The negotiations with labor leaders on 
farm affairs are “ best described as 
capitulation to political blackmail by the 
AFL-C LO 
and 
m aritim e 
un­ 
ions,“ Kuhfuss said. 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Republicans 
deserted President Ford in large 
numbers wi an aid to education ^1, 
allowing Congress to enact the |7.9 
billion measure over Ford’s veto. 
The action of the Senate bailed out 
Lompoc Unified School District which 
had faced virtual financial disaster if 
Ford’s veto of the education bill had 
prevailed. Assistant Supt. Alice Milligan 
today said preliminary computations 
showed Lompoc would have received 
only $768,555 in impacted aid monies 
compared to the fire of $1,80,699 on 
which the district’s budget was built. 
Milligan said she had no idea at this point 
what the district would have done to of­ 
fset the loss of $1.1 million as threatened 
by Ford’s position. 
Impacted school aid goes to districts 
with concentrations of federally con­ 
nected school children. Children whose 


parents are militarily cminected and who 
are in uniform bring more dollars to the 
district than if they are not in uniform 
The latter category includes defense con­ 
nected personnel 
Ford’s action is singling out the im­ 
pacted aid monies for the hatchet signals 
an increasing interest in Congress for 
pruning the program 
The payments are based on the con­ 
cept that the presence of a federal 
facility such as Vandenberg Air Force 
Base deprives the school district of 
property taxes that are needed to 
educate the youngsters who come to 
Lompoc Valley because of their federal 
assignment 
The congressional override of Ford’s 
veto came was supported by both Rep. 
Robert J Lagomarsino and Sen. John 
Tunney That fact could not be con­ 
firmed immediately today, but both of 


the legislators have been on record sup­ 
porting the Imparted aid concept 
The Senate action Wednesday, follow­ 
ing a similar House vote by a day, was 
the sixth time in 14 attempts Congress 
has overridden one of Ford’s 37 vetoes — 
and was expected 
The Senate vote was ffl-12, 21 more 
than needed The House voted 379-41 
Tuesday to override, 99 more than 
needed 
Twenty-eight 
Republican senators 
joined 60 Democrats to vote for override, 
while only one Democrat, William Prox- 
mire of Wisconsin, voted to sustain In 
the House. 103 Republicans deserted 
Ford while only 36 voted to sustain. 
The bill provides funds for public 
schools and colleges for 15 months 
retroactive to July 1 It also includes $2 6 
billion in advance funding for the 1977 
fiscal year starting Oct. 1, 1976 


The major aid program is $2 billion for 
poverty area schools under the popular 
“Title I” project It was nearly $100 
million over Ford’s request, but hit nuiin 
objection was to the $680 million for aid 
to schools serving children of federal 
workers, a level $414 million over his 
request 
Democrats argued the bill represented 
only a $255 million increase over last 
year’s education spending — a 3 6 per 
cent boost necessary, they said, to cover 
the cost of inflation 
“ The real importance of this education 
bill is not the effect it will have on budget 
deficits but its long-term impact on the 
education of school children,” said Sen. 
Warren Magnuson, D-Wash. 
Sen Strom Thurmond, R-S.C., «aid, 
however, “ excessive federal spending 
breeds inflation and inflation, as we have 
just witnessed, leads to depressed 
economic activity ” 


Consultants against 
county growth quotas

The county’s General Plan consultants at present do not contemplate recom­ 
mending imposition of annual residential development quotas as an aid to bring about 
limitation of development in line with moderate gfowth projections, county planners 
have been informed. 
However, the planning consultant firm 
of Livingston and Blayney contend that 
adoption of the new proposed com­ 
prehensive plan and revision of present 
zoning and other development regula­ 
tions would achieve the projections cited 
in the plan. 
These responses from the San Fran­ 
cisco consultant firm engaged in a half­ 
million dollar project of updaUng and 
revising the county’s 1965 master plan 
have come after queries posed by the 
South Coast General Plan Coordinating 
Committee. 
The committee, headed by chairman 
Malcolm Campbell, wanted to know 
whether the General Plan implementa­ 
tion program would include recommen­ 
dations to the various political entities 
including the cities for attaining the 
growth rates agreed upon in the final 
draft of the plan. 


Also the committee asked what in­ 
fluence the Petaluma decision would 
have on recommendations for the final 
draft of the plan. 
The consultants replied that the con­ 
tents of the implementation program 
“ have not yet been determined,” but 
that recommendations would go only to 
the county government, with the county 
left to refer any recommendations con­ 
cerning growth within the cities to the 
city governments. 
'The Petaluma decision validated the 
constitutionality of the small Northern 
California city’s imposing an annual 
quota on residential development based 
on a comprehensive plan and a 
procedure for development. The consul­ 
tants said there is no conteniplation of 
recommendations along this line, at this 
time for Santa Barbara County.

Local stucient population 
inches above projections

Lompoc Unified School District’s total 
school population inched upward this 
week — 10,859 students Monday, 10,894 
yesterday — as district officials 
wrestled with the balancing of students 
to teachers. 
Yesterday’s enrollment was about MO 
above “ staffing projections” made 
before the start of the fall term on Sept. 
3. District officials still believe the pop­ 
ulation figure will level off at about 
11,000, or about 200 below the number 
that could have been expected if all those 
on hand at the close of last term had 
made the scene for the fall term. 
Staffing projections are those factors 
based on ratios of 28.5 students to each 
teacher at the elementary level; 27.5 to 
one at the junior high level and 26.5 to 
one at the high school level. 
Some scattered gains in enrollment 
over projections were realized in 
elementary schools in the City of Lom­ 
poc, according to assistant Supt. Alice 
Milligan. She said there was a slight dip 
in enrollment at Cabrillo High School, 
but that enrollment at Lompoc High 
School and at both of the district’s junior 
high schools was close to projections. 
Milligan was “ balancing” class loads 
this week to reconcile the realities of 
enrollment and geography with the 
stipulations of the district ratio policies. 
It was still too early to assess the final 
picture, but Milligan conceded that there 
are a lot of combination classes. “ There 
were a lot of combination classrooms 
last year and as the total enrollment 
declines, Uiere’ll be more,” she said. 
Combination classrooms are those with 
more than one grade level. 
Enrollment is the key factor in much 
of the district’s revenues which are 
based on state aid to poor school dis-

Shotgun found 
in Hoffa car 


DETROIT (U P I) - The federal 
government, engaged in two legal battles 
over a car it said it suspects was used in 
the abduction of James Hoffa, said 
Wednesday FBI agents found a 12-gauge 
shotgun in the trunk of the vehicle. 
The car was owned by Joseph 
Giacalone, 22-year-old son of reputed 
Detroit Mafia don Anthony “ Tony Jack” 
Giacalone. 
Earlier, federal investigators said 
special tracking dogs traced Hoffa’s 
scent to Uie car’s back seat and trunk. 
“ In the event that Mr. Hoffa’s body is 
recovered and found to contain shotgun 
pellets,” government lawyers said 
Wednesday in a federal court appeal, the 
car and the weapon would be vital to the 
case. 
The car was borrowed froin the 
younger Giacalone and was seen in the 
same area at the time Hoffa vanish^ 
from outside a suburban Detroit 
restaurant. 
The 62-year-old former boss of the 
Teamsters International Union told his 
family he was going to the restaurant to 
meet Anthony Giacalone. 
Hoffa’s self-described foster son, 
Charles “ Chuckie” O’Brien, admitted he 
was driving the car in the area at the 
time but said it was a coincidence. 
The legal skirmishing over the car 
began after FBI agents seized it Aug. 9 
for scientific testing. 
Giacalone sued for its return. District 
Judge Robert DeMascio ruled last week 
the FB I had failed to prove conclusively 
its suspicion that the car was involved in 
the Hoffa case and ordered the auto 
returned. 
The government appealed.

Last school year the Lompoc Unified School District 
spent $1,728 on Band-Aids, cotton, formaldehyde and 
the like to patch, soothe, and disinfect miles of cuts, 
scraped elbows and bumped heads. 
Performing the administering of medical supplies as 
well as consoling the youthful injured are the district’s 
nine nurses. They attend to two high schools, two 
junior highs and 14 elementary schools with a popula­ 
tion of over 11,000 students. 
According to Mrs. Bethryn Mears. health supervisor 
and nurse to Lompoc Senior High School pupils, the 
type of student injury has not changed in the 11 years 
she has been on the job. At the elementary school 
level, the youths report to the nurse’s office with cuts 
and scrapes from playground mishaps and the secon­ 
dary school students file in with sawed and sanded 
fingers from shop accidents and an occasional fracture 
from some gym activity. 
“ I think kids are kids,” commented Mrs. Mears. 
“The types of activities they are involved in don’t 
change much. Fads like skateboarding — they won’t be 
involved in that during school'hours.” 
In 1974-’75 school year, there were 544 “ reportable 
accidents” — accident injuries that should best be 
seen by a doctor, not a raspberry-on-the-elbow-kind-of- 
calamity. For any accident, the nurse only provides 
“ immediate and necessary first aid.” 
The nurses do not set broken legs. They do not ad­ 
minister “ treatment.” They refuse to even slip an 
aspirin to an ailing student. 
The school district, said Mrs. Mears, is not liable for 
injuries sustained on school grounds “ unless 
negligence can be proven.” 
“ We don’t carry insurance on students,” she 


remarked “ We do offer an insurance plan at the 
beginning of the school year.” 
Under the Student Insurance Program (underwrit­ 
ten by Independent Liberty Life Ins. Co.). parents can 
pay as low as a $7.50 premium on a policy that covers 
their son or daughter during school hours. 
It does not cover tackle football. 
But rendering first aid is only one duty of school 
nurses, Mrs. Mears likes to point out. Last school year, 
routine audiometric testing was done on 6,085 students 
with 136 defects found and referred for professional 
care. 


Some 7.775 students were screened for vision. Of 
that number, 373 students failed and were referred for 
professional care. 
School nurses taught 1,677 health classes. A fif^ 
grade unit on first aid, which had been taught in 
several schools for the past two years, was expanded 
last school year to include all fifth grades. 
Nurses work closely with other school personnel in 
various programs. They conducted 5,448 conferences 
with administrators, teachers, counselors and psy­ 
chologists in the 1974-’75 school year. 
Nurses also receive students in their offices who 
want to talk about health problems they are experienc­ 
ing. Such as overweight, dental trouble, V.D. and 
pregnancy. The visits are kept confidential at student 
request. 
Last school year, nurses made 488 home visits to dis­ 
cuss health problems of the parent’s offspring. Some 
4,805 phone and office conferences were held between 
nurses and parents. 
A pilot program in kindergarten registration, a first 
aid fair and other programs all mark the nurse’s office 
as more than a first aid station. 


Fromme pleads 'save redwoods' 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - Manson Cult 
member Lynette Fromme, accused of 
attempting to murder President Ford, 
today demanded that a federal judge 
“ save the redwood trees” in California 
and warned “ the gun is pointed.” 
Miss Fromme, M, declared at her 
arraignment that “ there’s an army of 
young people and children who want to 
clean up the earth” and demanded that 
Chief U.S. District Court Judge Thomas 
MacBride order the federal government 
to purchase private land around the Red­ 
wood National Park in Northern Califor­ 
nia. 
“ The gun is pointed, your honor, the 
gun is pointed,” the diminutive 26-year- 
old Miss Fromme warned. “ Whether it 
goes off is up you.” 
Miss Fromme, wearing a flowing 
scarlet hood and gown, asked the judge 


at the start of the arraignment whether 
she could make a statement. He agreed 
but warned he would cut her off if she 
launched into a political monologue. 
Several times, the judge tried to cut 
her off with interruptions but she in­ 
sisted on speaking out. She did not 
elaborate further on what she meant by 
the pointed gun. 
Miss Fromme, whose roommates have 
voiced threats against what they term 
corporate polluters of the environment, 
blurted out that cutting down redwood 
trees was “ like cutting down your arms 
and legs.” 
“ Save the redwood trees in Califor­ 
nia,” she declared. 
In the front row of the courtroom were 
sat fellow Manson cultists, Sandra 
Good, her roommate and Susan 
Murphy. Each wore red gowns similar to 


Miss Fromme’s 
Judge McBride set Sept. 19 for Miss 
Fromme to enter a plea to the charge of 
attempting to kill President Ford. 


On Wednesday, she became the first 
person in U.S. history to be indicted on a 
under a 1965 law which makes it a 
federal crime to assassinate or attempt 
to assassinate a president, vice president 
or official next in the line of succession 
If convicted she faces a maximum life 
sentence. 


U.S. Attorney Dwayne Keyes said he 
expects to go to trial in 60 to 90 days. 
Last Friday, Miss Fromme pointed a 
.45-caliber Colt automatic pistol at Ford 
as he walked across the state capitol 
grounds at Sacramento. The gun, 
although loaded, did not fire. 


Gallo farm 
election 
in dispute 


LIVINGSTON (U PI) - Cesar Chavez’ 
United Farm Workers union has ap­ 
parently lost to the rival Teamsters at 
the E & J Gallo Winery in the most im­ 
portant election of the bitter campaip 
to unionize 250,(K)0 California farm 
workers. 
However, about 150 ballots were im­ 
pounded at the winery, the nation’s 
largest, and the election could possibly 
swing back to the UFW. 
The vote by Gallo workers was 223 to 
131 for the Teamsters Wednesday. The 
winery’s employes were already 
represented by the Teamsters, and the 
firm has been the target of a UFW 
boycott for two years. 
The impounded ballots, all challenged, 
were put under lock and key by state 
representatives in the first state superv­ 
ised union representation elections for 
farm workers. 
Chavez told newsmen prior to the 
balloting at Gallo that the new sUte law 
governing farm workers “ is a farce at 
this time, a mockery. It is not working.” 
An aide cited “ intimidation and threats” 
at Gallo and called it “ the dirtiest cam­ 
paign I’ve seen” 
The UFW scored its biggest win yet in 
the elections earlier Wednesday, when 
workers in the vast lettuce fields of 
Interharvest Inc. in the Salinas Valley 
voted overwhelmingly for the Chavez un­ 
ion. 
The UFW was preferred 1,167 to 28 in 
the Interharvest election, and there were 
18 votes against any union re­ 
presentation. Eighteen votes were 
voided and 121 challenged. 
The Teamsters and farm workers split 
four other elections held Wednesday un­ 
der the new state farm labor relations 
law. giving the UFW a 12-8 edge. 


Judge orders NY 


teachers to remove 
picket lines 


NEW YORK (U PI) - Manhattan 
Supreme Court Justice Irving Saj^ l to­ 
day ordered United Federation of 
Teachers President Albert Shanker to 
remove picket lines by 2:15 p.m. or face 
a possible jail term for violation of the 
state’s Taylor Law barring strikes by 
public employes. 
The order followed an all-night 
negotiating session between union and 
Board of Education officials which 
sources said led to near agreement on a 
plan calling for teachers to return to 
work Friday with classes beginning 
Wednesday But the talks stopped when 
Saypol ordered Shanker to appear per­ 
sonally in court. 
Saypol, after listening to nearly an 
hour of arguments bv lawyers for the 
UFT and the Board, called a recess at 1 
p.m and urged both sides to get together 
and discuss “ the matter of the im­ 
mediate suspension of the picketing.” 
He said he would make a “ final deter­ 
mination” when the court reconvened at 
2:15 p.m 
Shanker said he would talk to his com­ 
mittee during the recess to decide on a 
course of action. 
The sources said the threat of teachers 
being fined two days’ pay for each day of 
the strike under the state’s Taylor Law 
prevented final agreement on the truce. 
The Taylor Law forbids strikes by 
public employes and stipulates the fine.

Great Lakes Properties, 
which won approval Wedi 
Inc. management, 
Wednesday from the County 
Planning Commission for a rezoning and general 
plan change involving a small parcel near the in­ 
tersection of State Highways 1 and 246, Lompoc 
area, will be asked to “dean up the property.” 
The commission voted 8-1 to recommend 
rezoning of the property from five-acre limited 
agriculture to highway commercial, and a 
general plan change from agriculture to 
highway related commercial. 
PLUS (Protect Lompoc’s Unique Surroun­ 
dings) protested the requested rezoning on the 
grounds the property should remain as open 
space and not zoned to allow such enterprises as 
gas stations or hot dog stands. 
Commissioners Robert Lilley and Dr. M.V. 
Duncan, of Lompoc, both mentioned the 
dilapidated look of the property. Lilley said he 
felt that was one of the reasons why there was 
objection to the rezoning. He asked a company 
spokesman to “recommend personally to the 


corporation management that they clean up the 
site.” 
Commissioner Zita Nielsen, of Santa Ynez 
Valley, voted against the motions for approval of 
Lilley and for support of the PLUS stand. 
Company officials explained that the rezoning 
wasn't tied up with any plan to develop the 
property at this time. They said it was a move 
merely to “tie up” property divided in earlier 
zoning-general plan consistency hearings. 
During the hearings, a 3.9-acre parcel except 
for the small property was rezoned to highway 
commercial. 
A memorandum before the commission from 
the Air Pollution Control District stated that the 
site was subject to “significant particulate mat­ 
ter pollution ... from the diatomaceous earth 
plant nearby.” It added the plant, however, has 
installed scrubbers to reduce the pollution and is 
currently in compliance with district rules and 
regulations

KEENE, N.H. (UPI) —“ It’s 
more fun this way,” said Presi­ 
dent Ford today, shaking hands 
with hundreds of wellwishers 
and waving at thousands from 
an open car in his first public 
foray since a woman aimed a 
gun at him from a crowd last 
week. 
Pumping Republican unity on 


the heels of Ronald Reagan, 
who may go after Ford’s job 
next year, the President flew 
here from Washington and 
launched a 120-mile motorcade 
across New Hampshire under 
tight Secret Service protection. 
But he left his bullet-proof 
limousine from time to time to 
shake hands with big crowds as 


two New Hampshire National 
Guard helicopters hovered pro­ 
tectively overhead 
"It’s more fun this way. What 
the heck,” Ford told a reporter 
on the rapid resumption of his 
contact with the public after 
gun incident in Sacramento last 
week which he escaped un­ 
harmed 


He shook hands often, moving 
along ropes holding back 
crowds of thousands in several 
of the more than 20 towns and 
hamlets on his journey across 
southern New Hampshire, 
where maple leaves are al­ 
ready beginning to turn. 
Women leaned over the 
ropes, grabbed Ford and kissed

Violence down, attendance up 
Busing rebellions simmering 


School attendance in Boston and Louisville. Ky. — both involved 
in heavy court-ordered busing programs — is below 75 per cent, but 
rising. 
. 
Violence was almost nonexistent in both cities Wednesday. 
After nearly a week of desegregation and heavy police con­ 
tingents, Boston schools Wednesday reported 68.4 per cent of its 
projected enrollment in classes, and Louisville had 73 per cent. 
Arrests for the first week stood at 103 in Boston and about 550 
persons in Louisville. 
In Louisville, antibusing demonstrations, unlawful since last 
weekend when protesters and police clashed, are legal again and 
certain city-approved gatherings could occur as early as Saturday. 
The city banned demonstrations after 925 National Guardsmen 
were activated following a violent weekend outbreak by 10,000 
rock-throwing demonstrators. 
Although guardsmen were still on duty Wednesday, Mayor 
Harvey .Sloane lifted the ban against assemblies. 
“ I want to allow free exercise of constitutional rights as long as 
Reagan campaigning

citizens respect laws of the city and rights of fellow citizens to 
peace and security of life and property,” Sloane said. 
Antibusing demonstrators were protesting the court-ordered 
school desegregation plan involving 22,600 Louisville and Jefferson 
County students Wednesday. 93,326 of an expected 124,104 students 
were in class. 
In Boston, attendance was up for the third straight day, to 68.4 
per cent of the 76,127 projected enrollment. However, one city of­ 
ficial said the figures show there were more nonwhites attending 
public school than whites. 
Nearly 1,800 local, state and metropolitan police and 100 U.S. 
Marshals maintained a strong show of force, surrounding schools 
and lining bus routes in the morning and evening. 
An anti busing group in the Charlestown section, however, called 
for removal Ql riftt-helmeted tactical police, charging the officers 
were overreacting and beating some residents. Police Commis­ 
sioner Robert diGrazia denied the charges, saying, “ it’s the same 
old rubbish.” 


Calley conviction upheld; 
High Court appeal slated 


MANCHESTER. N.H. (UPI) 
— Unannounced presidential 
candidate Ronald Reagan told 
more than 2,500 applauding 
Republicans Wednesday night a 
GOP with “ bold colors, no pale 
pastels” can lead America back 
from the “ brink of economic 
ruin.” 
The former California gover­ 
nor, planning to decide by 
November on a challenge to 
President Ford, spoke to a 
“ victory rally” for Republican 
Louis C. Wyman, a candidate in 
next Tuesday’s rerun of the 
closest Senate race in history. 
Reagan spoke 12 hours before 
President Ford was to arrive to 
help Wyman’s chances with a 
120-mile motorcade through 
southern New Hampshire, a 
voter-rich area with 57 per cent 
of the state’s population. 
Radiating a broad smile, 
Reagan told party faithful the 
GOP must divorce itself from 
policies of free-spending 
Democrats and stand for fiscal 
restraint. 
He rejected calls for “ third 
and fourth parties,” saying: 
“Could I suggest instead a new 
first party , a party with bold 
colors, not pale pastels.” 
Earlier in the evening, 


Strip mining 
in Death Valley 
to be allowed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - De­ 
spite strong protests from the 
National Park Service, an 
Interior Department ruling has 
opened the way for widespread 
strip mining in the most scenic 
portion of Death Valley, 
Calif. 
The Park Service recom­ 
mended legislation to halt the 
spread of strip mining for talc 
qpd borates in Death Valley, 
saying it fears the digging will 
cause irreparable damage to 
the land. 
Officials said Wednesday a 
department attorney ruled re­ 
cently the government is 
powerless to stop strip mining 
under some 1,827 existing 
mineral claims on land at the 
national monument. The ruling 
said a 1933 law does not apply to 
cases of scenic preservation. 
Only 25 per cent of the Death 
Valley claims are currently be­ 
ing worked. 
The ruling ran counter to a 
request from Russell E. 
Dickerson, acting director of 
the National Park Service, who 
proposed that the t Interior 
Department prohibit \any fur­ 
ther mining in the are\. 


Reagan criticized Ford’s “ stop­ 
gap measures” to fight infla­ 
tion and unemployment and 
said detente was “ drifting very 
dangerously into a one-way 
street.” 
He said, however, now was 
not the time to declare his can­ 
didacy. “ I still have some 
things to resolve,” he said. 
The one-time Hollywood star 
was invited by conservative 
Gov. Meldrim Thomson, his 
chief local supporter, to help 
Wyman. 
Reagan rarely mentioned 
Wyman during a 46-minute 
speech. 
The campaign-style address 
frequently was punctuated by 
cheering from a crowd dotted 
with supporters of Thomson, a 
one-time law book publisher 
who favors Reagan in 1976. 
Congress, dominated by 
Democrats, has brought the na­ 
tion to the “ brink of economic 
rum and second-class status 
abroad,” Reagan said. “ I think 
people feel a sense of mission, a 
pride to do great deeds,” said 
Reagan, flanked by two larger- 
than-life posters of Wyman. 
Echoing a Wyman campaign 
theme, Reagan said Democrat­ 
ic Senate candidate John A. 
Durkin threatens the free 
enterprise system and raises 
the spectre of socialism. 
“ Everyone in this country 
can have a bigger piece of the 
pie if government will get out of 
the way and let free enterprise 
produce a bigger pie,” Reagan 
said amid applause by a largely 
middle-aged audience. 


COLUMBUS, Ga. (UPI) - 
Attorneys for former Army Lt. 
William Calley, disappointed by 
a federal court ruling reinstat­ 
ing his conviction in the My Lai 
massacre, say they will take 
the fight to the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 


After nearly seven months of 
deliberations, the 5th U.S. Cir­ 
cuit Court of Appeals in New 
Orleans Wednesday reinstated 
Calley’s 1971 court martial con­ 
viction for killing “ not less than 
22 Vietnamese civilians” at My 
Lai, South Vietnam. 


That conviction had been 
overturned last year by U.S. 
District Judge Robert Elliott of 
Columbus, primarily because of 
massive pretrial publicity. 


“ We’ll see what the Supreme 
Court has to say about it,” J. 
Houston Gordon of Covington, 
Tenn., one of Calley’s attor­ 
neys, said of Wednesday’s rul­ 
ing. 


“ We will appeal because of 
the fundamental nature of the 
issues and the importance of 
the case to posterity ...” 


An Army spokesman said in 
Washington Wednesday that 
while Callaway “ clearly intend­ 
ed that Calley be paroled,” it 
was not known immediately 
whether his old parole would be 
effective or whether the Army 
would have to issue new papers. 
The Vietnamese civilians 
were slain in a three-hour as­ 
sault by Calley’s platoon on the 
hamlet March 16. 1968. 


“ A large number of defense­ 
less old men, women and 
children were systematically 
shot and killed by Calley and 
other American soldiers in 
what must be regarded as one 
of the most tragic chapters in 
the history of this nation’s 
armed forces,” the majority 
opinion ruled in an 8-5 decision. 


Calley, who works for a 
construction-related firm here, 
served only about 4 Mi months of 
a life sentence that was reduced 
to 10 years on military review. 
President Richard Nixon or­ 
dered him placed under house 
arrest shortly after his convic­ 
tion, and he spent 34 months 
confined to his quarters at Ft. 
Benning, Ga. 


Calley, the only soldier con­ 
victed in connection with My 
Lai, has been free since 
November on bond set by 
Elliott and a parole granted by 
then Secretary of the Army 
Howard “ Bo” Callaway. 


It is virtually certain he will 
remain free.

Reagan 
was here,” said Ford, noting 
that Reagan had left New 
Hampshire earlier in the day.

Ford and Wyman rode in the 
open limousine, standing up in 
populated areas to wave to the 
crowds and sitting down as the 
car sped through the rolling 
countryside toward the sea on 
roads sprinkled with falling 
leaves. 
In Marlborough, with a pop­ 
ulation of 1,790, about 1,000 peo­ 
ple heard Ford speak through a 
bullhorn from the side of his 
limousine, praising Wyman as 
“ a hard working legislator,” 
when he was in the House. 
“ 1 think that Louis Wyman 
can do a fine, effective, 
energetic job, representing all 
of you — whether Republican, 
Democrat or independent,” 
Ford said. 
The President shook hands 
with big crowds in Keene, 
Marlborough and Dublin, 
reaching out with both arms to 
greet as many people as he 
could. 
Army to 
enter fray 
in Lebanon 
ZGHORTA, Lebanon (UPI) 
— Christian and Moslem 
militiamen battled with mor­ 
tars and machine guns on the 
outskirts of Tripoli today before 
the expected a rriv a l of 
Lebanese troops in the embat­ 
tled region. 
Christian fighters turned 
back reporters near the 
northern Lebanese city as mor­ 
tar shells and machine gun 
bullets ripped into the ground 
by a roadside sign proclaiming 
“ Welcome to Tripoli.” 
“ We are willing to lay down 
our arms, but how can we 
now?” one of the militiamen 
said. “ There’ll be another 
round of fighting if the army 
doesn't come, and we are 
prepared for it.” 
Premier Rashid Karami or­ 
dered the army Wednesday 
night to set up a buffer zone 
across the nine-mile-long road 
between the mostly Moslem 
city of Tripoli and the largely 
Christian town of Zghorta. 
About 350 persons have Deen 
killed or wounded in a week and 
a half of religious warfare 
between Moslems from Tripoli 
and Christians from Zghorta. 
Karami also named a new 
military commander in a move 
to appease Moslems angered 
over the use of the predomi­ 
nantly Christian-led army in the 
conflict.

day for $90,000 by a photogra­ 
pher who took pictures of the 
rock star’s latest tour. 
In his Superior Court suit, 
Christopher Harris said John’s 
road manager, Peter Simone, 
asked him to take the pictures 
and he turned over 60 35mm 
color slides to John’s manager, 
John Reid. John, Reid and 
Simone have since refused 
either to return the pictures or 
pay for them, the photographer 
said, computing a “ reasonable 
market value” on the slides of 
$1,500 each.

Stock up on lettuce and try some unusual ways to serve. Rinse under running 
water; drain thoroughly and store in plastic bags in the refrigerator. For best 
quality, use within a few days. The following recipes are tasty and different. 


Chicken Lettuce Oriental 


1 head iceberg lettuce 
1/3 cup soy sauce 
V4 cup white wine 


1 tablespoon sugar 


1 teaspoon ground ginger 


1 clove garlic, minced 


1 2 VZ lb. chicken, cut up 
V« cup blanched whole almonds 


2 tablespoons oil 
1 13-oz. can pineapple chunks 


1 tablespoon cornstarch 
Core, rinse and thoroughly drain lettuce; chill in plastic bag. In shallow dish, 
combine soy sauce, wine, sugar, ginger and garlic. Place chicken in mixture 
and marinate one hour, turning and basting occasionally. Remove chicken to 
baking pan; bake at 325 degrees one hour, basting twice with marinade. Brown 
almonds in oil in skillet; remove and drain on paper towels. Add pineapple, un­ 
drained, to skillet; heat. Mix cornstarch with remaining marinade; add to 
pineapple. Cook and stir until sauce comes to a boil and is thickened. Add 
chicken and almonds. Cut lettuce into bit size chunks. Line platters with lettuce 
chunks. Spoon chicken and sauce over lettuce. Serve immediately. Makes 4 or 5 
servings. 


Steamed Lettuce With Sauce 


1 large head iceberg lettuce 


6 oz. cream cheese 
2 eggs 
2 M* tablespoons lemon juice 
Vi teaspoon salt 
Vfe teaspoon minced garlic 
Cut lettuce into 4 or 6 wedges. Place on a rack in bottom of a large saucepan. 
Pour in only enough boiling water to cover the bottom. Cover and cook 5 
minutes or until lettuce is tender but still crisp. Serve topped with sauce. To 
make Never-Fail Hollandaise Sauce, soften cream cheese in top of double 
boiler. Blend in eggs, one at a time. Stir in lemon juice, salt and garlic. Cook 
over hot water 10 minutes or until sauce thickens, stirring constantly. Makes 4 
to 6 servings. 


Lettuce Salmon Casserole 


1 head iceberg lettuce 


2 cups canned salmon 
V4 cup oil 
¥4 teaspoon sage 
salt 
¥4 cup chopped onion 
3 tablespoons butter 
3 tablespoons flour 
1-1/3 cups milk 
¥4 Cup cubed Monterey Jack cheese 


2 teaspoons lemon juice 
Core, rinse and drain lettuce; chill in plastic bag. Break salmon into bite-size 
pieces; gentljrmix with oil, sage, ^ teaspoon salt and onion. Melt butter in 
saucepan; blend in flour and ¥4 teaspoon salt; then stir in milk. Heat, stirring 
until mixture is thickened and comes to boil. Stir in cheese until melted; add 
lemon juice. Shred 2 Vz cups lettuce. Turn half of cheese sauce into l l* quart 
casserole; top with shredded lettuce, salmon mixture, then remaining sauce. 
Run under the broiler until lightly browned. Makes 4 servings. 


Creamy Lettuce Soup 


1 head iceberg lettuce 
2 chicken bouillon cubes, crumbled 


¥4 cup water 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 
Mi cup raw.onion rings 


¥4 cup butter 
¥t cup flour 
¥2 teaspoon salt 
¥4 teaspoon white pepper 
dash nutmeg 


2 cups milk 


¥4 cup white dinner wine 
Core, rinse and drain lettuce thoroughly. Shred enough to measure 4 cups, 
packed. Chill any remaining lettuce in plastic bag for later use. Combine shred­ 
ded lettuce with bouillon cubes, water and lemon juice in blender; blend until 
smooth. Saute onion in butter in saucepan until tender crisp but not browned; 
remove onion from pan. Blend flour, salt, pepper and nutmeg into butter in 
pan; stir in milk. Cook, stirring until mixture comes to boil and is thickened; 
blend in wine and pupaed lettuce mixture. Add ionion; heat through. Serve at 
once with additionalcrisp shredded lettuce as garnish, if desired. Makes 6 
servings.

Fierce fight over ag panel confirmation 
Senate passes liberalized prison rules 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - 
Over fierce objections from 
California's most powerful 
rural legislators, the Senate 
Wednesday confirmed the “ mo­ 
saic" of personalities Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr. picked to 
oversee the new agricultural 
labor law. 
It was a major political ac­ 
complishment for the fresh­ 
man governor, who personally 


negotiated the landmark farm 
labor law and lobbied vigorous­ 
ly to win Senate approval of his 
five board nominees with votes 
to spare. 
"It ’s the governor of the 
great state of California who is 
on trial today,’’ declared Sen. 
Joseph Kennick, D-Long Beach, 
a supporter of the appointees. 
“ It is the governor who will be 
charged with success or failure 


on the outcome of this board.” 
Farm area Sens. George 
Zenovich, D-Fresno, a co­ 
author of the farm labor bill; 
Clare Berryhill, R-Ceres; 
Howard Way, R-Exeter, and 
John Stull, R-Leucadia joined in 
bitterly accusing Brown of fail­ 
ing to keep a promise that he 
would appoint persons who 
were 
not 
involved 
in 
agricultural labor disputes. 
“ He absolutely broke his 
word,” declared Berryhill, 
himself a pape grower. 
In rounding up his support, 
Brown portrayed the board to 
senators as a “ mosaic” of per­ 
sonalities that would be spoiled 
if one of the parts were 
rejected. Lobbying against con­ 
firmation were grower organi­ 
zations and the Teamsters. 
Former Cesar Chavez assist­ 
ant Leroy Chatfield, who served 
as Brown’s personal director of 
administration, drew the heavi­ 
est criticism. 
Opponents argued his long in­ 
volvement with Chavez’s 
United Farm Workers, includ­ 
ing two years as administrator 
for the union, will make it im­ 
possible for him to be fair at the 
$42,000-a-year position. 
“ He’s marched, picketed, 
done everything that he could to 
help that union,” protested 
Berryhill. 
The board is given broad 
responsibilities to conduct se- 
cret-ballot representation elec­ 
tions for up to 250,000 California 
farm hands. 
Chatfield was confirmed on a 
23-16 vote, two more than the 
bare majority required. The 
four other board members and 
their general counsel were con­ 
firmed by wider margins. 
The approval came after the 
Senate rejected, on a 17-22 vote, 
a motion by Zenovich to delay 
action until January so law­ 
makers could judge the perfor­ 
mance of the board in trying to 
establish peace and order in the 
fields. 
The other votes were 24-14 for 
Roman Catholic Bishop Roger 
Mahony, the board chairman; 
27-8 for Joseph Grodin, a labor 
attorney; 28-10 for Joe C. 
Ortega, a Los Angeles poverty 
attorney, and 29-10 for Richard 
Johnsen Jr., a former executive 


of the Agricultural Council of 
California. Board counsel Wal­ 
ter L. Kintz was confirmed on a 
27-11 vote. 
Zenovich said the board was 
weighted 4-to-l in favor of 
labor. 
Sen. H.L. Richardson, R- 
Arcadia, said farmers should 
not be surprised at the board 
they got from Brown. He com­ 
plained growers “ rolled over 
like Pollyannas” in supporting 
the farm labor bill and “ now 
the ship’s coming home and 
they are going to get what they 
deserve. 
Way, a former farmer and 
chairman of the Senate Agricul­ 
ture Committee, criticized 
Bishop Mahony, saying: “ The 
heirachy of the Catholic Church 
openly supported Mr. Chavez 
over the Teamsters and sup­ 
ported an illegal act — the 
secondary boycott. 
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"It is really stretching the 
imagination, gentlemen, to 
think that Bishop Mahony can 
serve as an objective chairman 
of this all important board.” 
Much of the Senate debate 
before a crowded gallery of 
spectators was over whether 
the votes should be delayed un­ 
til January. Brown adamantly 
opposed such a move. 
Sen. Nicholas C. Petris, D- 
Oakland, said a postponement 
would “ politicize” the board’s 
actions and subject each deci­ 
sion to “ partisan review by 
every member of this floor." 
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SACRAMENTO (U PI) - 
Prisoners would be allowed to 
marry and receive nearly 
anything they want in the mail 
under legislation which has won 
narrow passage from the 
Senate 
Also on a bare-majority vote, 
the Senate Wednesday passed a 
bill designed to soften the 
stigma of arrest for persons 
who are never charged with a 
crime. 
Both of the measures must 


return to the Assembly for ac­ 
ceptance of Senate amend­ 
ments 
But in an act of 
parliamentary brinksmanship. 
a senator blocked movement of 
the prisoners’ rights bill as ran­ 
som for Assembly action on a 
third crime-related piece of 
legislation 
Assembly Criminal Justice 


Committee Chairman Alan 
Sieroty, D-Beverly Hills, is the 
author of the measure (AB1506) 
expanding rights for prisoners 
and also of the bill to have 
criminal records show the word 
“detained” rather than “ ar­ 
rest” for persons taken into 
custody but not charged with a 
crime

The “tentative conclusion" 
was contained in a 60-page 
report, released Wednesday, on 
medical malpractice insurance 
in California It said much of 
the data collected to date in the 
study "remains to be verified 
and completely analyzed,” thus 
its conclusions are "tentative.” 
During legislative committee 
hearings this year on reform 
malpractice insurance meas­ 
ures to hold down the price of 
premiums, some lawmakers 
questioned whether insurance 
companies were actually losing 
money in the doctor’s profes­ 
sional insurance line. Others 
contended they were losing 
money.

The seven insurance compa­ 
nies reviewed in the study 
collected $262 million in mal­ 
practice premiums during 1960- 
1974 and paid out about $115 
million in claims and claim ex­ 
penses from the revenue 
through the end of last year, the 
auditor general's report said. 
On the basis of payments and 
“trend of these payments,” the 
report said, "We estimate that 
these carriers will ultimately 
pay out $183 million more than 
they collected in premiums for 
physicians' malpractice insur­ 
ance coverage for the years 
1960 through 1974.” 


It said the projected loss does 
not take into account com­ 
panies’ indirect expenses, in­ 
v e s tm e n t 
e a rn in g s 
on 
premiums held, inflationary 
factors in the amounts of physi­ 
cian malpractice claims, or in­ 
creases in claims frequency. 


A portion of the report 
prepared by Booz-Allen 
Consulting Actuaries said 
m a l p r a c t i c e 
in s u ra n c e 
premiums paid by California 
doctors “ have increased 
dramatically over the past 15 
years but have not kept pace 
with increasing claims costs.” 


"The current malpractice 
crisis has been caused in part 
by poor pricing by the in­ 
surance industry, for premi­ 
ums have increased erratically 
while claim cost increases have 
been relatively steady,” Booz- 
Allen said. 
C a lifo rn ia 
p h y sic ia n s 
conducted a strike last May to 
protest sharp increases in their 
m a l p r a c t i c e 
in s u ra n c e 
premiums. A major reform 
measure designed to hold down 
the cost of premiums and avert 
another doctors’ strike has been 
passed by the legislature and is 
on Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown 
Jr.’s desk. 
The auditor general also said 
that of the total claims cost of 
the seven insurance companies 
studied, the claimants received 
56 per cent of the amount, and 
attorneys 40 per cent, with 4 per 
cent going for direct costs other 
than legal. 
It said if the cost of malprac­ 
tice insurance for physicians is 
passed on to the patient, the 
cost per physician-patient con­ 
tact at* present insurance rates 
is estimated at between 35 
cents per contact for general 
practitioners and $11.54 per 
contact for anesthesiologists.

Kapiloff, D-San Diego, who he 
has a built-in prejudice for 
those who carry their habits to 
others, warned his colleagues 
that the legislation would not 
stop drug trafficking all toge­ 
ther. 


President Ford, whose life 
was threatened by a gun-toting 
woman Friday in Sacramento, 
urged state legislatures to im­ 
pose tougher penalties for drug 
dealers and criminals who 
carry pistols.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
California financial institutions 
may owe the state more than 
$100 million from unclaimed 
bank accounts, checks and 
stock certificates, according to 
Controller Kenneth Cory. 
Saying efforts to collect the 
funds had been accelerated, 
Cory Wednesday made public a 
letter asking the Bank of 
America to transfer to the state 
$9.5 million held in unclaimed 
checking and savings accounts. 
In a letter to A.W Clausen, 
president of the world’s largest 
commercial bank\ Cory threat­ 
ened court action if the pay­ 
ment was not received within 20 
days. 
“Based on this one accoun­ 
ting, we estimate other banks 
owe the state $15.7 million right 
now from past operations, but 
this is only the tip of the giant 
iceberg,” he said in a state­ 
ment. 
“When you start looking at in­ 
surance companies, stock 
brokerage houses, savings and 


loan associations and other 
counties, it wouldn’t surprise 
me if the total well to go well 
past $100 million,” Cory said. 
David Epstein, an aide to 
Cory, said Bank of America 
currently claims a $180 service 
charge on each unclaimed or 
idle savings account turned 
over to the state. 
Meanwhile, Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. signed a bill 
prohibiting collection of the ser­ 
vice charge on savings accounts 
and requiring banks to pay the 
state accumulated interest. 
The measure (AB1986) by As­ 
semblyman Daniel Boat­ 
wright, D-Concord. which is ef­ 


fective Jan.l., defines a savings 
account as being unclaimed if 
no contact has been made by 
the depositor for 15 years.

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But Braves look solid 
'74 a tough act to follow

When last we saw the Lompoc Braves 
football team, it was clawing its way into 
the semifinals of the CIF playoffs, using 
a blend of skill, daring, hard work, and 
mirrors 
It was as exciting a series of games as 
one might hope to encounter in high 
school football. It was coach Jim 
Spruill’s closing act on a decade of local 
football. As they say in vaudeville, it was 
a tough act to follow 
Who would try? It would have to be 
someone young, eager and confident, 
backed with solid credentials 
Enter Mike Warren, age 29. with four 
seasons of winning football (S3-7-1) 
behind him at a single-A school. Car­ 
pintería 
He's confident enough to come into a 
successful program and make some 
basic changes, and cool enough to face 
the pressure 
"Any time a guy in any profession 
moves from one level of competition to a 
higher level, there is a certain amount of 
pressure,” Warren says. "The expecta­ 
tion that you will succeed brings some 
pressure of its own But nobody has pres­ 
sured me. other than the pressure a guy 
like me puts on himself.” 
Fortunately for Warren. Spruill (still 
the school’s athletic director) did not 
leave behind a sinking ship — just a few 


leaks Back from last year’s squad are 
nine valuable starters, including the 
quarterback and two running backs. 
Several fine athletes have graduated, 
led by all-CIFers Dave Barthel and Joe 
Miliate, leaving some holes that Warren 
and his staff will have to scramble to fill. 
In addition, the Braves will be facing 
their usual lineup of salty pre-league 
foes, plus the Northern league toughies. 
"We’ve got some quality athletes, but 
we’re a little bit thin,” says Warren, who 
is a little bit thin himself, not having 
been around long enough to develop the 
standard coach’s girth. "We just haven’t 
decided yet in four or five real important 
areas who can play. We’re still looking.” 
While they’re looking, they’re also 
making a few changes Warren, tongue- 
in-cheek, hinted at one of them: 
"When we got out the new footballs 
this year and pumped them full of air, 
about four guys yelled at me that we 
were ruining the ball.” 
Sure, Spruill and coaches at other local 
high schools have been quoted often in 
past years on the subject "We’re going to 
throw the ball more this year,” they 
always say. But Warren seems sincere. 
“It (our passing game) is what we 
primarily worked on all summer. We did 
well. I’m not adverse to putting the ball 
in the air. If you have what you feel is a 
coordinated ball-control passing game 


and you work hard on it, spend 15 to 16 
hours a week working on a drop-back 
passing game, then to me it’s not a big 
gamble to put the ball up.” 
Although the Braves’ pass-blocking is 
suspect, there is no lack of talent in the 
so-called skill positions. 
Quarterback Chuck Van Allen (Sr., 
175) proved last year that he can throw, 
run the option and handle pressure. 


"A guy who s been through what he’s 
been through as a junior couldn’t help 
but be better in terms of maturity,” says 
Warren of Van. "He’s probably the best 
athlete on the team Of the five things we 
did this summer to measure athletic 
ability — weights, middle distance runn­ 
ing, sprints, agility and skipping rope — 
his overall score was tops.” 
The offense Chuck will run is "the op­ 
tion, triple and double,” according to 
Warren "The triple is the veer out of 
split backs. Also, out of that and other 
sets we’ll run the sprint option, where 
you block everyone and run out to the end 
and option the end.” 
The Braves will match their backfield 
with any in the league. At fullback is 
George Polly (sr., 185), who rushed for 
over 1,000 yards last year and averaged 
just under 5.5 yards per carry in heavy 
traffic. Without a battering fullback, the 
outside option won’t work.

i LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The Los 
^ngeles Rams and the Oakland Raiders,

a famous position 


LOS A N G ELES (U P I) - H is 
predecessor, Anthony Davis, established 
a Pacific-8 rushing record of 3,724 yards. 
Two other men at the position at the 
school, O.J. Simpson and Mike Garrett, 
won the Heisman Trophy, Garrett in 1965 
and Simpson in '68. 
So how does Ricky Bell, University of 
Southern California’s new tailback, feel? 
“Well,” he laughed, "I’ve got some 
pretty big shoes to fill.” 
John McKay, the coach of the 
defending national champion Trojans, 
obviously feels Bell is capable of doing 
just that. 


"Ricky’s the second fastest man we’ve 
ever at the position,” said McKay. "Only 
O.J. was faster. But Ricky’s bigger than 
O.J.” 
Shifted from fullback to tailback in the 
final three days of spring practice, the 6- 
2. 215-pound junior from Los Angeles 
Fremont High School won his job from a 
plethora of talented athletes, including 
sophomore Dwight Ford. 
The lightning quick Ford appeared to 
be Davis’ heir apparent last season. 


"I like the way Ricky runs,” McKay 
explained. "He doesn’t try to avoid 
tacklers by running for the sideline. He’ll 
run right over them if he has to and 
that’s what we expect our tailback to 
do.” 
As a freshman, Bell, who has 4.6 speed 
in the 40-yard dash, was used as a 
linebacker. He was moved to fullback as 
a sophomore and rushed for 299 yards on 
45 carries — a 6.6 average — and didn’t 
have any minus yardage. 
"All the tailbacks at SC in the past 10 
years have been great,” Bell said. 
“ R eally, I was content to play 
fullback. 
"This is like a dream come true. I 
never dreamed I would be starting at 
tailback, I really didn't. When they 
switched me in spring practice, I just 
thought they were experimenting. 
“But then they told me in the fall I 
would be strictly a tailback and that was 
just what I wanted to hear. I’ve got to 
keep the job, though. If I let down, I 
know somebody else can step in and do 
the job. We have a lot of depth on this 
team.” 


"George Polly, he’s George Polly,” 
says Warren, poetically. "Give him the 
ball and he runs over people.” 
Little Calvin Boler (Jr., 155) has been 
moved from slotback to tailback to take 
advantage of his "uncanny knack for 
running to daylight. He has tremendous 
quickness, and a lot of things we're going 
to try to do will be to give him the ball 
deep and let him run to where the open 
spot is. We think he’s going to be as fine a 
running back as there is in the league.” 
At flanker will be Rick Beltran (Sr., 
165), who shared time with Boler there 
last season. Bruce Nix (Sr., 170) broke 
his wrist in last year’s League Preview, 
but he’s back and will open at a split end 
after impressing the coaches with his 
blocking and receiving. Jerry Tolstad 
(Jr., 170), another fine blocker and fleet 
receiver, will be at tight end. 


Polly and Boler can catch passes, thus 
giving the B raves five potential 
receivers, and there will be times when 
all five will be running pass routes at 
once. 


Two very valuable linemen, tackle 
Robby Coe (Sr., 203) and guard Steve 
Miliate (Sr., 188), are back to beef up the 
front wall. They’ll play on opposite sides. 
M iliate, who W arren c a lls “ an 
inspirational-type,” is also the strongest 
player on the team, bench-pressing over 
400 pounds. Coe is nursing strained back 
ligaments and will miss the Preview. 


Warren is high on center Brad 
Burbridge (Sr., 201), who is big and agile 
and played a little last year behind 
James Kirkland. Rick McDonald (Sr., 
185) will open at a guard, and Rick 
Dimitt (Jr., 262) at a tackle. Dimitt is a 
big question m ark, literally and 
figuratively. He’s slimmed down since 
the first weigh-ins, and, says Warren, "If 
he can play there, we’re really in 
business.” 


The B raves have long prided 
themselves on their defense, but so far 
this season it looks at least a little shaky. 
"You know the old poker hand ‘aces 
and spaces” says Warren. "That’s what 
we’ve got now. Not enough aces and too 
many spaces. We’ve got to get a little bit 
better at stopping people.” 


Among the aces right now are 
linebackers Dwight Kirkland (Sr., 191) 
and McDonald. With help from Mike 
Walker (Soph., 198), they will be filling 
the big shoes of Barthel and Rick Zook. 
Kirkland is nursing a sprained ankle. 


Noseguard looks strong, with Richard 
Aguilar (Jr., 5-9) backed up by Bob Zook 
(Sr., 176), who will also play tackle. And 
T at Casarez (Sr., 180) lends starting ex­ 
perience at left end. Rick Walker, (Jr., 
188), recovering from an off-season knee 
operation, is being counted upon to 
return soon and fill one of the 
"spaces”at tackle. 
The corners should be in capable hands 
with competition-tested Mike Fitts (Sr., 
165) and Beltran. The safeties are Perry 
Self (Jr., 170) and Tim Binning (Sr., 175). 
The Braves will be hard-pressed to ap­ 
proach last year’s performance, which 
included a four-game sweep of their 
studly pre-league opponents. The first 
test will come a week from tomorrow at 
home against Carson, one of the top- 
rated teams in the LA City section of 
CIF.

Threat of strike 
looms over NFL 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Given an 
overwhelming mandate rejecting the 
latest National Football League owners’ 
contract offer, NFL player represen­ 
tatives will discuss with team members 
possible actions ranging from a strike to 
litigation and more negotiations. 
Ed Garvey, executive director of the 
National Football League Players As­ 
sociation, said Wednesday that with five 
teams’ votes still to be counted, only six 
of 749 players had accepted the owners’ 
offer. 
When asked how possible a strike is, 
Garvey said: "I don’t know. We’re not 
making any recommendations... Some 
teams have said they’d like to strike and 
there are others who would like to con­ 
tinue our actions in court and other 
similar moves.” 
"We are hopeful that this vote will con­ 
vince all 26 owners to get involved in the 
bargaining process. We expect to com­ 
mence bargaining this week,” Garvey 
said. "When you look at the pre-season 
attendance and other factors, you’d think 


they (the NFL Management Council) 
would want to stop all the negative talk 
and get on to some positive talk with the 
players union. There still is really 
nothing on the table of any significance.” 


Sargent Karch, executive director of 
the management council, said in New 
York that the owners see no way out of 
the negotiation deadlock unless the 
players accept the Rozelle rule or a 
variation of it. 
He said the owners were prepared to 
make a better offer two weeks ago 
regarding the pension plan and other 
important items but the union insisted 
the contract not include any form of 
compensation to a team for a player who 
plays out his option and signs with 
another team, the gist of the Rozelle 
rule. 
Garvey also called on the owners 
to increase team roster limits from 43 to 
47 players, where it was last season. He 
called the lower limit "false economy” 
and said it would dilute the quality of the 
game.

The big auditorium is crammed. 
Secret service and police all over. 
Spotlights flicker on the platform where 
nervous performers will ask their broad­ 
cast questions.

And he says the 
economy is improving, and that one 
million two hundred thousand more peo­ 
ple are at work now than last March, and 
that Congress has been profligate, and 
that grain to Russia won t send the price 
up. and that American corporations have 
to have a cut in taxes — "capital forma­ 
tion through tax incentives, but I prefer 
the term ‘job creation.’” 
Ho, hum. Testing, testing, Who is be­ 
ing tested?

There’s a game in Washington, of 
which president does Jerry Ford remind 
you? Some critics say Herbert Hoover. 


Some admirers say Harry Truman 
(open, homespun, salty — a man of the 
people). Sometimes as I listen, par­ 
ticularly when I get the conservative 
overtones of Mr. Ford’s economic ad­ 
visers, the name that comes to me is Cal 
Coolidge. 
"I want to see the American busines­ 
smen pushing merchandise, not pen­ 
cils!”

Not much sex appeal to Coolidge but in a 
wry way the quip expressed the age and 
the man.

His hat somehow always 
seemed too small. But what copy! The 
newspapers built him into a myth. Silent 
Cal.

Clash of cultures 


The deliberations last Monday by Lom- 
C 
Planning Commission on proposals 
more control of animals in the city, 
was a time-honored one. Every city 
faces the question as it emerges from the 
ranks of the rural community and ap­ 
proaches something more citified. 
It was obvious Monday that the com­ 
missioners — only 
four of the normal 
complement of five, 
b e c a u se 
R o b e rt 
Kranig was absent — 
were under twin pres­ 
sures. There was the 
p ressu re of com ­ 
plaints related to 
keeping of horses and 
bees mi small residen­ 
tial lots and the pres­ 
sure of those in­ 
dividuals who felt they 
were doing a good job 
of maintaining animals or bees on their 
property 
One horse owner, who I believe has a 
parcel of about 15,000 square feet argued 
that the proposed minimum of one acre 
was too large and that a horse can be 
kept adequately on something smaller, 
his in fact. In the end, the commission 
conceded this might be something that 
might be worked out. No promises, mind 
you, but an effort will be made in com­ 
missioner William Paulin’s words to 
make the proposed ordinance more 
"flexible.” Whether that comes to pass 
remains to be seen. 
Some observers were ready to concede 
that maybe a horse could be kept 
adequately on a parcel smaller than one 
acre, but they were adamant that the 
keeping of a horse on an apartment 
patio, as one woman does, will have to be 
discontinued. That sentiment wasn’t ex­ 
pressed directly, Monday, but the in­ 
ference was there. Obviously there 
would be problems of sanitation and 
otherwise if apartment dwellers were 
permitted to keep horses on patios and 
maybe even on residential lots as small 
as 7,000 square feet. The sanitation 
problem would be severe, according to 
most knowledgeable observers this 
reporter has talked with. 
If you rule out the patio "corral” and 
the small residential lot, you get into the 
area that is being utilized by some resi­ 
dents for keeping horses arid goats and 
other animals. There are two problems 
in a peripheral way. On the one hand, 
nobody seems to know how many resi­ 
dents are maintaining animals on what 
size lots; and on the other hand the talk 
of one acre or the more liberal half acre 
as a standard minimum for the keeping 
of a horse is academic: the commis­ 
sioners agreed that there weren’t more 
than perhaps five to 10 such parcels in 
the city. 
Aside from all these thoughts, there is 
a large and growing body of individuals 
who would ban horses in the city and 


restrict them to residential agriculture 
zones, and the same with bees and goats 
and chickens and rabbits Harley Craig 
for one believes the keeping of animals 
in city areas will depreciate property 
values and create other unspecified 
problems. 
Opponents of the keeping of animals 
say that the law has to apply to the 
minimum situation. While one or a few 
individuals may successfully maintain 
horses on parcels of less than one acre, 
so their argument goes, in time there 
could be enough individuals who would 
violate basic sanitation standards as to 
peril the general health and welfare of 
the community. It’s a question of odor 
and noise in the estimation of Alan 
Davidson, city attorney. Only by 
restricting horses and other anfmals to 
adequate-sized parcels can either 
problem be coped with, he told the com­ 
mission Monday. 
So it goes, with the commission and 
Davidson going forward cautiously, half 
conceding that the restriction of horses 
to R-A parcels will work an emotional 
hardship on some residents. 
On the question of keeping bees, 
however, Davidson and commissioner 
Vernon Copeland were clear. They feel 
keeping bees too close to habitation 
would pose a hazard to life itself. Both 
spoke on occasion about the individual 
who is so allergic to bee stings, par­ 
ticularly babies, that their lives would be 
threatened if bitten. 
Despite these hard-drawn lines, 
however, the commission showed itself 
ready to try and fit the proposed or­ 
dinance changes in with the people who 
are being served by the city. Paulin, for 
one, suggested special consideration be 
given to homing pigeon hobbyists and 
also to the keepers of birds of prey such 
as falcon and hawks. 
At the outset, I noted that cities face 
these questions as they are transformed 
from rural communities. Nowhere is this 
clash of cultures more interesting than 
in the question of the crowing rooster. 
The proposed ordinance would ban them 
from the city and there is substantial 
legal precedence for supporting that ac­ 
tion. Personally this reporter with his 
psychological feet rooted in a rural past, 
isn’t all that ripped up by the sound of a 
rooster crowing in the monring. It’s kind 
of friendly to hear. 
However, I question the woman who 
keeps a horse on her patio, the family 
that keeps a cow or a steer in their 
backyard, whichever it is, and I agree 
with those who say a barking dog, or a 
dog that eliminates on your front yard or 
terrorizes pedestrians and bicyclists are 
violations of the common sensibility. 
Youth farm projects will receive 
special consideration, but even here 
there is the stipulation that the par­ 
ticular project not be offensive to the 
community, or threaten our common 
health.

Secret trial threat 


Some courts in the nation 
appear to be edging closer and 
closer to a view that the only 
fair trial is a secret trial. 
The California Supreme 
Court recently let stand an ap­ 
pellate court decision up­ 
holding a defense request for a 
closed hearing on an alleged 
confession in a multiple- 
murder case. Justice Norman 
H. Elkington of the Court of 
Appeal in San Francisco said 
of the case of a 16-year-old ac­ 
cused of four murders: “Few 
things would more likely deny 
to him a fair trial of those 
charges than a pretrial public 
media announcement and 
elaboration of a confession 
which for good reason is later 
d e n i e d 
a c c e p t a n c e 
in 


evidence.” 
In a recent editorial, the Los 
Angeles Times states that this 
opinion is based on the sup­ 
position, and it is nothing more 
than a supposition, that 
prospective jurors, having 
read the confession, would be 
fatally prejudiced and would 
be incapable of disregarding it 
if so directed. A series of trials 
in recent years, surrounded by 
intense publicity, provides 
evidence to the contrary. 
Elkington’s opinion under­ 
scored the danger of the secret 
trial. He said “...It is of course 
true that a policy of our law 
demands the public not un­ 
necessarily be denied informa­ 
tion relating to the functioning 
of 
government, 
including 


operation of the courts. But 
that policy must yield when it 
impinges upon the right of a 
criminally accused to a fair 
trial.” 
We agree with the Los 
Angeles Times which stated 
that the right of the public to 
know is not a mere “policy of 
our law.” It is the most basic 
assumption of this democracy. 
And there is no contradiction 
b e t w e e n 
open 
c ou r t 
proceedings and a fair trial. 
As the Times stated: “The 
surest guarantee of justice is 
an open trial. The surest 
guarantee of injustice is the 
philosophy that justice is a 
secret affair to be dispensed 
behind closed doors with the 
public excluded.” 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Money blues 


NEW YORK — If New York is not 
A m erica, as was once so loftily 
proclaimed, it is not alone. The city’s 
desperate plight resembles that of 
almost every metropolis in the country 
except that here the deterioration has 
gone further and threatens disaster. 
The root cause is the welfare load. And 
that grew primarily 
out of the migration 
from the South and 
from Puerto Rico, 
swelling the ghettos to 
c o m p le te ly 
u n ­ 
manageable propor­ 
tions. For this influx 
of poor families, quite 
unequipped for urban 
life in the North, the 
federal 
government 
took no responsibility 
whatsoever. 
Today New York 
City’s "arious agencies are beating a 
path to Washington and knocking on 
every door in the hope of federal help. 
They make a good case. Out of local 
taxes the city must raise 25 per cent of 
the welfare cost; about $1 billion. And 
welfare cost is increasing day by day as 
unemployment climbs to record levels. 
One proposal is for a 75 per cent 
federal uniform standard of reimburse­ 
ment for the cities for all public help in­ 
cluding Medicaid. This would mean $3 
billion coming to New York as against 
the current $2 billion and while half of 
the windfall would go to the state, the 
city argues that in view of the fearful 
condition of all the cities in the state 
4 Gov. Huge Carey and the state 
legislature should forego part of the 
federal money. 
But this is an academic discussion. 
The logic of the situation powerfully sup­ 
ports the case made by the cities, with 
New York in the forefront. Since nothing 
was done to cushion the in-migration of 
so many millions of rootless people, the 
federal government has a duty to ease 
the burden that, through no fault of their 
own, they have put on every facility from 
housing to energy. 
There is, however, no indication that 
the no-sayers in the nation’s capital have 
any intention of yielding to the pitiful 
petitions from the bankrupt city. Nor is 
there much more hope from Congress, 
where a deep-seated prejudice with a 
co lo ratio n of ra cism and even 
xenophobia works against the largest 


metropolis. 
It is not hard to imagine the following 
happening: With sufficient pressure 
from around the country, the Congress 
might grant some form of relief. After 
all, the big-city states add up to a for­ 
midable bloc of votes. 
It should not be forgotten that in his 
first term Richard Nixon came out with 
a proposed negative income tax that 
would put virtually the entire burden of 
those living below the poverty line on the 
federal government. 
But it is quite conceivable that Presi­ 
dent Ford would veto any measure of 
relief that went over the line he has set 
for the federal deficit. 
That deficit which the White House 
puts at $60 billion, surely an optimistic 
underestimate, is a stern reality. 
A sad commentary on the plight of the 
cities is the abysmal level of competence 
or, rather incompetence, in metropolitan 
government. The best that can be said 
for Mayor Abraham Beame is that he is 
trying to find a way out of the fiscal im­ 
passe after having pushed the whole 
mess under the rug. 
Confronted with the refusal of 
municipal employe unions to accept a 


wage freeze, he called on Richard R. 
Shinn, president of the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Co., one of the greatest 
aggregates of capital in the nation, to 
head a management survey of city 
departments. 


The Municipal Assistance Corporation, 
dubbed Big MAC, a top level group work­ 
ing with the banks, is scraping the bot­ 
tom of every barrel to try to put together 
sufficient funds to prevent default on 
nearly $800 million of city notes, 
meanwhile testing the water by sounding 
out the reaction among buyers to the 
city’s bonds. It is a race against time 
with the outcome still very much in 
doubt. 
The race is not alone in the financial 
department. With drastic cutbacks in 
police, firemen and sanitation workers, 
crime and filth are a growing threat. 
While the worst of the litter growing out 
of the sanitation strike has been picked 
up, the streets are still in disarray. 
Walking in Central Park at night is a 
sure invitation to a mugging or worse 
and even by day it has its hazards. This is 
the sorry state of a great city that was 
once the proud gateway to America.

President Ford is frank and friendly; 
not a bit like Cal personally. It is in his 
distrust of government, his exaltation of 
business, that he resembles the Ver­ 
monter. Mr. Ford’s bold exposition of 
the trickle-down theory (aid business 
and you aid workers) is quite startling in 
this modern day. Of course there is some 
truth in it, we are better served if 
business prospers, but it comes oddly 
from an executive who has vetoed so 
much social legislation. And some of the 
proposals supporting business at the ex­ 
pense of the budget is paradoxical for an 
Administration that opposes government 
intervention so strongly: export sub­ 
sidies. for example (Domestic Inter­ 
national Sales Corporations, or Discs) 
are too much for The Wall Street Jour­ 
nal. The program is a government han­ 
dout, the paper says, and to hell with it. 
But Mr. Ford says piously, "We must not 
condemn our fellow citizens to un­ 
employment because the modern tools 
needed to compete in world markets are 
lacking ” 


If you put several of Administration ut­ 
terances together you get a strong feel­ 
ing of a by gone day back in the happy 
Coolidge-Mellon golden era before the 
dam cracked. 


Government regulation — “My objec­ 
tive is to get the Federal Government as 
far out of business, out of your lives, out 
of your pocketbooks and out of your hair 
as I possibly can!” President Ford, 
August 25. 


Government spending — "Why has 
governm ent spending exploded? 
Because. I would suggest, we have been 
willing to assign to the government the 
responsibility for solving many of the 
problems that people should be solving 
for themselves. The food stamp program 
... is a well known haven for the chislers 
and rip-off artists ” Treasury Secretary 
Simon. August 12. 


Welfare & Relief — "The whole human 
resource field is under the lash of 
Federal law: doctors, hospitals, 
teachers, college presidents, students, 
volunteer agencies, city halls and state 
capitols — all are subject to this or that 
control from Washington ... Much of our 
public assistance today offers incentives 
for people not to work ...” HEW 
Secretary Weinberger 
in Newsweek. 
August 18. on stepping down from office. 
These statements cause less anger 
than you might expect because they have 
an unreal quality — even to those who 
might agree with them. Does he really 
think business will be de-regulated? 


There is an indulgent feeling that Mr. 
Ford is showing the Old Guard wooly 
mammoths that he is just as conser­ 
vative as Ronald Reagan. Rockefeller is 
out there, too. telling George Wallace. 
"I’m happy to be in your presence,” and 
denouncing deficits and w elfare 
chiselers. 


The trouble is that the Ford ad­ 
ministration is probably slowing down 
recovery by its negativism. Nearly all 
economists now believe that the reces­ 
sion has touched and that recovery has 
started. But how fast? France and West 
Germany have just offered drastic 
government reflation programs. World 
bankers meeting here at the Inter­ 
national Monetary Fund heard managing 
director Witteveen urge the richest na­ 
tions. particularly 
Japan. West Ger­ 
many and the United States to take bold 
recovery m easu res. L iberal US 
academic economists repeat that the 
country is following unwise conser­ 
vatism. The deficit, for example: Mr. 
Ford worries about the $60-$70 billion 
deficit in nearly every speech; but 
Walter Heller, former chairman of the 
Economic Council, says it is no bigger 
than in 1954 in terms of larger gross 
national product. The slump feeds on 
itself . $20 billions of the current deficit 
goes to unemployment insurance: 
perhaps ?50 billions to lost tax revenue. 
Will more spending cause more in­ 
flation? Not with the present enormous 
cushion of idle men and factories, says 
prestigious Paul Samuelson. Nobel 
Laureate economist. Alice Rivlin. direc­ 
tor or the new Congressional Budget Of­ 
fice. says a billion dollar public service 
jobs program now would quickly and 
easily produce 125.000 jobs. Cal Coolidge 
wouldn’t approve of that, of course, nor 
the Ford economic team
